A $40,000,000 airport construction 
and improvement program was 
made public today with the an- 
nouncement that it would concen- 
trate on actual takeoff and land- 
ing facilities at 200 sites through- 
out the continental United States, 
Hawaii and Alaska. 


The work, to be conducted by 


the Civil Aeronautics Administra- 
tion under an appropriation made 
by congress in October, was term- 
ed "necessary to the national de- 
fense," by a priority board con- 
sisting of the secretaries of war, 
navy and commerce. 


"Improvements under this pro- 
gram have been limited to develop- 
ment of actual landing facilities 
as these are essential," said Col. 
Donald H. Connolly, administra- 
tor of civil aeronautics. "None of 
our funds 
are 
being 
used 
for 


luildlngs, hangars or other facili- 
ties not actually a part of the land- 
Ing field." 


Typical work to be undertaken 


includes clearing 
and 
grubbing, 


grading, drainage and paving or 
runways and taxi strips, fencing 
of fields and installation of light- 
ing faclltes. 


Connolly said the program would 


be supplemented and enlarged by 
coordinating it with the work and 
funds of other federal agencies. 


"For example," he said, "on a 


number of projects our funds will 
be used to extend or expand Im- 
provement work already being un- 
dertaken by the WPA under the 
jurisdiction of 
that 
agency. In 


some cases we can provide typos 
of improvement not 
feasible on 


work-relief 
projects.

This time, from 
dead astern, I fired deliberately 
with my cannon. 
'What happened was like noth- 
ing I had ever seen before—not 
even In the pictures. I gave him 
two short bursts. The 
cannon 


shells went boom-boom and one 
must have struck his petrol tank. 
'The Messerschmitt 100 explod- 


ed In front of mo like a bursting 
anti-aircraft shell. There was a 
quick 
flash, 
a 
cloud of black 


smoke, 
and 
bits 
wore 
flying 


through the air. The stuff was 
simply dripping out of the sky. 
"I broke 
away 
and 
looked 


around. The smoke quickly dis- 
persed, and of all the pieces fall-

planes, owing to the urgent calls 
imposed on Italy now from Al- 
bania and other fronts, 


The question of air control is of 


the utmost Importance In

forthcoming 
operations. 
Indeed, 


the British in Egypt indicate that 
the question of whether they are 
able to invade Libya will depend 
on air supremacy, since all move- 
ments of troops and equipment on 
the unprotected desert are vul- 
nerable to air attack.

:he knotty problem of oil prora- 
:lon orders Issued by the Texas 
Railroad commission applicable to 
the great 133,000 acre East Texas 
field. 


Immediately Involved In the llt- 


gatlon are the Humble Oil and 
Refining company and the Rowan 
and Nichols Oil company, big pro- 
ducers In the rich area. 


Enforaemest of the orders, lim- 


iting total production In the field 
to 90,000 barrels of oil dally, was 
enjoined by a three judge federal 
court at Houston. 
The railroad 


commission appealed to the high 
court from both adverse decisions. 
Humble Oil, which owns lenses 


jontalnlng.more than 14,000 acres, 
contended in Its brief that it own- 
ed approximately 14 per cent of 
the oil in the field and therefore 
should be permitted to produce a 
dally amount equal to 14 per cent 
allowable under proratlon orders. 
The firm contended, however, that 
t wa» allowed to produce only 9.9 
per cent while wells capable 
of 


producing 20 barrels dally were 
permited to produce that amount. 


The commission contended Hum- 


ble Oil had no cause for complaint 
'because It Is recovering at the 
present time and will recover 
In 


the future Its fair share of the oil 
In the East Texas reservoir. 


'The 20-barrel base or minimum 
allowable is reasonably necessary," 
said the commission's brief, "to 
permit a fair recovery of oil by 
wells In the western and eastern 
portion* of the East Texa* field 
and on small tracts, and to pre- 
vent the 
physical waste of oil 


which will be 
recovered 
only 
through such wells.' 


Rowan and Niohol* contended it

part to the government's policy 
of making credit rates low (easy 
money), saying:

Brazil is experimenting 


with the use of maize as 
fuel 
for 
railroads 
and 


steam-generated e l e c t r i c 
power. Tests have been car- 
ried out with the co-oper- 
ation of companies which 
would like to use it if pos- 
sible. 
It appears to have 


been proved that maize can 
be used as cheaply as coal, 
wood or fuel oil. 


This presupposes, how- 


ever, prices fixed by the 
government, which so far 
has been taking a loss on 
the maize. The government 
paid nearly $12 per metric 
ton as subsidy to the farm- 
ers, and it gets from the 
railroads and steam-gener- 
ating plants about $5 per 
metric ton. (The metric ton 
is 2204.6 pounds, very close 
to the 2200 pounds which 
we used to call the "long 
ton"). 


The financial outcome is 


a little difficult lo see. 'If 
it is necessary for the gov- 
ernment to pay subsidies to 
farmers, then anything it 
can get for the product is 
velvet for the government. 
But if the product costs $12 
per ton to raise, and the 
railroads and plants get it 
for $5, then it is not so 
cheap a fuel as it seems. 
The consumers are merely 
getting a bargain at the 
moment. Unless the maize 
can 
be 
raised 
cheaply 


enough to compete on even 
terms with the cost of the 
other fuels, without the in- 
tervention of subsidy, there 
is not really a new and im- 
pressive gain in industrial 
agriculture. 


But war drains on coal, 


oil. and transportation may 
make the maize fuel cheap 
at $12 before the interna- 
tional fracas is over. Mean- 
while it is well 
for 
any 


country to learn the powers 
of its farms to produce for 
industrial purposes. 


MORE BUILDING 


Industrial building is now 


at the 1929 level. 
Home 


building equals that of 1928. 
In the latter 
field, small 


house construction is well 
ahead of apartment house 
building. The demand for 
private residences is expect- 
ed to continue, stimulated by 
the increasing amount of in- 
dustrial employment. 


It is not certain that ac- 


tual construction 
will 
be 


able to satisfy the demand. 
Some authorities think 
it 


possible that the rush pro- 
gram for army cantonments 
will take over supplies of 
building materials and la- 
bor which private housing 
needs. 


This should only

Indian service, has a War Depart- 
ment request to recommend thirty 
Indians, fluent in their language 
and able to understand each other, 
for enlistment to train in signal 
corps work. He chose Comanches,

"One 
would bo at a telephone at the 
front in communication with an- 
other back at headquarters. 
"They would relay orders In 


their native language.

mans had tapped the wires, and 
it must havo driven thorn crazy."

Accordingly, efficient 
use

manure on livestock farnis is par- 
amount. Form manure, the most 
primitive fertilizer, contains ni- 
trogen, phosphorus and potassium 
the only plant foods additional to 
calcium of those removed 
from 
the land by crops that need to be 
replaced. Manure also 
Is bene- 


ficial on account of the great var- 
iety of bacteria It contains. These 
cause chemical changes In the 
manure and soil, and convert in- 
soluble plant 
food 
into 
forms 


adaptable to crop growth. 


Farm manure 
supplies, 
plant 


food and the organic matter helps 
to Increase the productivity of 
the soil. 
As the organic matter 


breaks down in the soil, the acid 
products help dissolve and make 
available to plants some of the 
otherwise insoluble plant food In 
the soil. Furthermore, the humus 
formed from the organic matter 
of manure helps retain soil mois- 
ture, improves its 
texture 
and 


renders it more resistant to wind 
action. 
The value of adding or- 


ganic matter to the soij Is demon- 
strated by the practice of turn- 
ing under green maturing crops 
solely to increase humus content.

Secretary Morgenthau declared to- 
day that the treasury would con- 
sider 
lending 
money 
to 
Great 


Britain only if congreslaonal con- 
sent was obtained. 


Joining Jesse H. Jones, the fed- 


eral 
load administrator, In de- 


fining this 
policy, 
Morgenthau 


said at a press conference. 


"Irrespective of any Interpreta- 


tions any lawyers might give (of 
the treasury's powers to lend mon- 
ey without the specific consent of 
congress), I certainly would not 
be a party to any loan to great 
Britain or any other country com- 
ing under the Johnson act, with- 
out the direction of congress," 


Jones had first publicly declared 


the policy of congressional con- 
sent at a press conference yester- 
day. 


On another aspect of Interna- 


tional 
finance, 
Morgenthau 
was 


asked whether he would seek an 
extension for the $2,000,000 stabili- 
zation fund, the statutory life of 
which will expire nevxt Jun0 30. 
"That's a couple of lifetimes away 
fit the pace we're living now," ho 
replied. 


Some speculation has 
arisen 


that thia fund might figure in 
financial aid to Britain. 


A British 
plea for 
assistance 


from the United Stales on the 
seas posed a major "ald-short-of- 
vcar" question today 
for Presi-

Roosevelt's

FEDERATION CONVENTION 
REVISION FARM PROGRAMS 


By OVID A. MARTIN 


BALTIMORE, Deo. 12.—(/P)—The 


resolutions 
committee 
of 
the 


American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion's annual 
convention recom- 


mended today that present feder- 
al farm programs be revised to 
provide government loans which 
would peg farm prices above pres- 
ent market levels. 


It also asked 
that administra- 


tion of those programs be placed 
under a five-man 
"non-partisan" 


board with authority to eliminate 
what the committee declared to 
be a "woeful lack of coordination 
and planning x x x now evident to 
every farmer." 


The 
committee 
recommended 
that the United 
States 
extend, 


"with the utmost 
speed, 
every 


practical aid in 
materials 
and 


equipment" to Great Britain. 


There was a possibility that th« 


British-aid resolution as well as 
that involving alteration of thi 
farm programs might encounter 
opposition when submitted to the 
convention for adoption later in 
the day. 


President Edward A. O'Neal had 


urged that the federation go on 
record for repeal of existing neu- 
trality legislation and the John- 
«on act barring credit to nations 
delinquent in World war debts. 


A divergence of interest among 


cotton, grain and livestock farm- 
ers made agreement difficult to 
obtain on proposed changes In the 
present programs. 


While agreeing on the conten- 


tion that farmers were not receiv- 
ing their "fair share" of the na- 
tional income, various commodity 
groups of farmers differed as to 
methods that should be adopted 
to secure that share. 
Three Proposals Advances. 


TBiree general 
proposals 
were 
advanced: 
f (1)—Continue the present 
fed- 
j!fleral farm program with its system 


of acreage allotments, marketing 
quotas when supplies are excessive 
benefit payments, and 'moderate" 
commodity loans. 


(2)—Modify the 
present 
pro- 


gram by 
employing commodity 


loans to peg prices of major farm 
products at or 
near 
so-called 
"parity" levels, and reduce bene- 
fit payments. (Parity prices are de- 
fined as those which would give 
farm products purchasing power in 
terms of non-farm goods and ser- 
vices equal to that of the 1909- 
14 period.) 
This plan would be 


coupled with a more rigid system 
of government marketing control. 


(3)—Continue the present pro- 


gram, but added to it processing 
taxes to raise funds to,pay benefit 
payments in an amount that would 
assure farmers parity.
